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The Liberty and Unity of Italy at Last
Complete,

IN the late brief but gigantic war in Earope
the sympathies of the eivilized world, how-
aver they might lLave been divided with
relerence to Prussia and Ausuia, were gene-
rally on the side of Italy, She, at least, was
not fighting tor conquest, but for the libera-
tion of a people speaking her owa tongue,
bound to her by the strongest of natural
ties, and anxious to be united to her in the
bonds of government, The ill fortune, too,
of the Italian army, only equalled by its
bravery in the first battle of the war, served
to Increase the interest felt in the straggle.
The brave Italians lost the fleld, but they
more than gaived the day in the hearts of
men, But the conquering legions that out-
numbered and de'eated the forces of King
Victor Emanuel upon the field of Custozza
were destined themselves in turn to be broken
and shivered before the mighty and well-
trained armies that swept down irom the
Baltic and the Rhine. The “man of iron and
blood” and the terrible needle-guns al last
brought deliverance to Italy. The treaty of
peace between Austris and Italy was signed
upon the 8d instant, and within a few days
the Austrians will withdraw beyond the
boundaries, and the “City of the Sea” will
once more welcome an Italian King within
her walis. Thus, finally, before our own eyes,
will be consummated the long-cherished
dream of poets, philosophers, and statesmen—
Italy iree, united, and “one from the Alps to
the Sea,” Commenting upon the realization
of this great and long-strugeled-for event. an
eloquent writer well remarks:—

“Great as the event is, it does not altogethor
atand nlone, Memory may teavel so tar bick in
the past a4 Lo tind 1ts precedent.  From the day
of Alaric lialy bus hardly ever been eniirely
free of invaders; but there was a day in wiich
she had almost achieved ber emancipation—
achieved il s . gle-Landed—achicved 1t agcainst
fearful oade, and atter a most desperats strife,
Little less thuu seven cencuries ago in 1183, at
Constance, there was sach anotber signature of
peace between Germany and Italy, Daliun

eta dwell tondly on fhe memoravle spops,

ey paint the small bina of thewr dack
browed loug-robed icgates, siepping ftearless]y
through the throng of the mall-cial Barons
of the North, standing uvmoved in the
prescnce ol  that ligh-minted Barbarossa
whose name had for s meny years bHoun
the terror of Ituln wothers, Thit peaceul
meeting at the Oty on the Lake was the close
ol a thirty years’ strugzle. Six times from the
Emperor’s accossion to hls overtaro v ar Loaz-
nano had tha' stubborn monarcn or wsed the
Alpg ar the bead of the whole might of his Wir-
like nation, Hcores ol the mo:t thelvinz Lom-
bard towns lay 10 aches, Milan itsel! wast vioe
prostrated. The track of tie invad s was «
desert from the Po to the Tiber, bat the Yones
of ita Germun hosts were strewn on thit (rak.
From the rear of their bastions nn variikce
burghers learn: Lo look the fierce Northeraer in
the face. Thoy drove uim [rom their wallss they
ronted him i the deld. Tharee thousaud souths
of the Milanese “Tow pang of Death” bote da va
thore iron ranks before (hem, Fraderick himsoll
lott gLield and standard: he vas nurled from bis
steed, lost 1o sight tor three days to frisnds nnd
foes; waited for three nights by his Quecn, in
whore heart bope sank at lust, and who had
alieady come do n from her watch-tower, aad
shut her=elf up in wee s and darkness, waen he
was at last restored, humbtled and almast peart-
rokoem, to her srms,  Proud duys were those for
Italy, sud & strange contrast o Custozza and
Lissa; but Legnano and Constanee gave no roal
pesce to ltaiy, no freedom, no union, Even
during the strugele, Lombardy was hall Gaelol,
hall Ghibeiline, A'ter the viotory every man's
hand wns aguins! every man. There was Im-
perial Italy and Panal Italy, then French and
Spanish, Freneh and Austran Italy: but neyver
Italian [lul_v. Not that rhere was any lack of
slrength in tlose duys, There were giants in
the land, BMllan, Veniee, Florence, G2noa had
the wealth and almost (he might of empires:
bat Itwlian s.renech was tarne | agatns: isalf, it
spent itseif in ¢ivil broils and uelahbors’ teuds,
Itulian fory cut first its brother’s throat, and
then its own”

{taly has now her destiny in her own hands,
She has finally achieved indcpendence. If
her future carcer shall prove to be less free
and glorious, less worthy of her noble past
and of her auspicious present, than her friends
have been wont to anticipate for her, the
fault will be with hersell. She has all of the
capacities and the slumbering resources ol a
great nation. She has glorious memories of
the past to urge her on, and the example ol
other great and free peoples in the preseat to
encouwrage and stimulate her. But every-
thing depends upon her people themselves.
Indopendence, freedom, selfgovernment—
these do indeed remove great and formidable
obstacles from the path of a nation’s progress;
but the spirit of advancement, the animating
impulse, the developing force, must come
from within, Institutions cannot confar it.
Laws cannot implant it. 1f the germ be not
in the people themselves, we shall seek for its
fruits in vain,

Yet, let us hope for the best from Italy.
No peoplo have shown a more inl¢nse davo-
tion to liberty than the Italians, asnd the
capacity to use liberty aright is generally pro-
portionate to the love manifested for it. It
would be a grand sight to behold Venlee re-
newing her anclent glories, Rome once more
free, and Ttaly again the world’s leader In
architecture, poetry, palnting, sculpture, aud
SODg.

hands of the late Rebels, Thess governmenta
are the instruments of oppression, and not of
protection, to the loya! people,

It {5 & matter which the thinking public
have not lost sight of, and which the discus-
slons of each hour are bringing more promi-
pently into view, that these so-called State
Governments o1 the Iate Rebel States have
no basis whatever of legality. They were
organized without law, and under regulations
whieh excluded the masses of the people
from any participation in the work. ‘They
are not republican in form. On the con'rary,
they are oligarchies. in which the entire
power of the State Is, In some instances, con-
fided to the hands of a mere fraction of its
people, They are generally in the hands of
men who are not loyal 10 the Government of
the United States, and who have been ele-
vated to their present positions mainly on
account of their prominence lu a wicked
attempt to overthrow its authority. Insome in-
stances, a4 in that of “Governor” Humohreys,
ol Mississippl, they are doing all they can to
prevent the work of reconstruction trom beiong
accomplished in & manner satisfactory (o the
loyal people of the nation,and are manifesting
a spirit ol hostility to the rghtful anthority
of the Congress of the Unlwed States quite as
virn'ent as that displayed during the Re-
bellion.

This is a state of affuirs which must com-
mand the iImmediate and serions attention of
Congress. The will ot the people in thia
great work of reconstruction will not long be
thwarted by a set of lawless and unconsiitu-
tional agencies, suffered to exist so far by
mere suffernnce as experiments, and which
are proving themselves detrimental to the
best interests of the nation.

Feninn Movements
GENKRAL SwreNky has withdrawn from
all connection with the Fenian Brotherhood.

Head Ceptre Stephens, we see from the
report of a speech of his in St, Louis, still
adheies to his prediction of war on the soll
of Ireland before the commencement of the
year 1807. As tbat period 18 pretty close at
hand, Mr, Stephens will have to hurry up
operations with great rapidity.

The Roberts wing of the Fenians seems to
be coquelting with Santa Anna. How Ire-
land is to be benefited thereby does ot
appear,

On the whole, we see nothing to Indicate
any early chanee in the relations of Ireland
to the British Government, especially nothing
connected with the efforts of men in this
country. There are indications of a union of
action and effort between the Enelish Libe-
rals, under the lead of such men as John
Bright, and the Irish Liberals, which may
result in #ecuring to lreland a share in the
bepefit of those reformatory measures which
must ere long be couceded to the Euglish
people.  But the independence of Ireland
appears as hopeless and distant as ever.

The Voice of a Rehgious Body.
Tae General Association of the Congrega-
tionalists ot the State of New York, at its
recent session in Owego, passed unanimously
the foliowing eeres of resolutions upon the
state of the country : —

*“Hesclond, That we reloice in the voice of the
ballot-box, whose utterances bean to rench us
to-day, pivang the sssarmnce that Southern
traitors are 19 be defeated w spite of the ail of
Northern allies, in 1oeir political schemes, as
they were in their armed rebellion azalost the
republic.

“ Kesolved, That wo «till adhere to our view:
that treason sbould be made odiwous ano rebel-
lion punished and the government of the recon-
siructed States put iuto the hands of loyal men
exolusively,

“ Rezoped, That thi« nation is bound, by every
considerstion ol justic:, hopor, and reilrion, to
secare the wellare of the {reedmen, as promised
by President Lincoin and by President Johuson,
and virtually by the nation, when it called tonem
to arms in defense of the country.

“ Kegoloed, That we conslder impartial suffrage,
regmiless of color, ug the only ground of secu-
rity for the peace ol the conntry, the safety of
tlie loyalists of the South, and the protection of
the heedmen,

“Reaolved, That we rejoies in the demand for
impartinl sulirsge by the white loyalists of the
Bouth, and that we will not eopse to press in all
suitable ways its adoption, until the proeiple
ghall trivmoph,

 Hesooved, That we give thanks to God for his
wise and kind Providence over us as a nation,
in the great orisis that has been upon us, and 10
ite lssues to this hoor, and that we impliertly
ronfide in His fulure cure of the same mom2p-
toue interests,"”

vole. Miss Hauck hoas a pretty brunette fuoe
and a graceful bgure, The simplicity of her
munner, hor qulet look, suegesting confidence
, In hersel and wunplicil trust In the judgment of
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the andience, at onoe thaws the coldness of the
public and makos her hoats of friends,

In the first aot Mise Hauck gave promise of
achieving extraordinary success. Her voloe is
aweel and sympathetio, thongh not strong, nnd
Inl ‘he arin, *"Oome per me Sereno,” she oreated
quite s seusitisn, In this aria her vocalization
seemed similar and quite equal to Adelina
Patti's, but her acting was not pleassnt. She
apponred sl and Incked that esprif with which
Pattl charms us in “Amina.”

In the quartette, ** Bea non Son,” in the second
acl, Miss Hauck improved in expression and
sang with botter taste, At the tall of the cur-
tarn Miss Hauck was vooiferonsly applauded,
and was afterwards culled to the fronmt to res
celve the plaudits ol her sdmiring friends.

Miss Houck's finest achievemont was In the
aria finae, “Ah ! non aiunge” This was exe-
cuted in fine siyie, and stamped the debw
fante us & young artist of groat promise, It was
lu this that the stiffness of the hovitiate parsed
awny, and the artist appesred bofore us.
the ohef dauore ol the opera,

Swgnor Baragll, the new tenor, made a favor:
able impression in “Blvino.” He iy a talr actist;
his voloe Is a very sweet fenor di grazia, tending,
however, in the higher notes to faisetlo, which
tendency be lugentously suppresses, He lnoks
etrengih and volume of voice. He will be a
favorite with the ladies. He has the remarcablo
faculiy of “trilting” ke a prima donon. H
reatored the duet of the first act with “Amina,"”
beg uning “Son gelogo det a¢firo,” which has
been commonly omitied both here and olge-
where of lnte, The audience received his efforts
with distinet approbation, albeit the regret wos
manitested that so conscientious and intellizont
anurtist should be wanting o that liberal tone
to which we are chiefly accustomed.

Buaragii'a rendition of *‘An per ohe non posso
odworte," showed him to be an artist of cood
ability, and it was heartily encored,

Bignor Anlonucei, as “Count Radolfo," sing
the arin “ Vi ravviso” ple rioutly, and it 19
searcely necessary to say that he acquitted him-
self with his usual excellence, and maintained
througbout the high reputation that has always
distinguished this old favorite of opera goers.
Of the other characters, *“‘Lisa" was filled by
Migs Fanny Stockton, Madame Reichardt ap-
penred as “Teresa,™ and Signor Banfl as “Ales.
glo." These were all very creditably personated,
Tbe wkole performance was a complete auccess,
and the chiel sinzers, besides having nearly
every piece encored, were called several times
before the curtain during the evening toreceive
the plandits of a deHghted aud
nudience,
